PURPOSE:To prevent printing quality from 
deteriorating due to decrease of light quantity 
by a method wherein reference voltage is 
outputted by dividing voltage of a resistant 
element in a series circuit consisting of a heat 
sensitive element and a resistant element 
which are connected to a constant voltage 
circuit, and the absolute value of a product of a 
ratio between the resistant value of the heat 
sensitive element and the sum of the resistant 
value and the temperature coefficient of the 
heat sensitive element, is specified. 
CONSTITUTION:Reference voltage VR to a 
driver 1C is outputted by dividing the drive 
voltage Vcc, given to the 1C2 from a device, 
by means of a resistance R2 in a series circuit 
consisting of heat sensitive elements R1, R2 
inserted in parallel with a constant voltage 
circuit comprising a 2-3V constant voltage 
Zener diode D and a resistor R3. It is 
necessary that the absolute value of the 
product of a ratio between the resistant value 
of the heat sensitive element R1 and the sum 
of resistance values of the heat sensitive 
element R1 and the resistant element R2 and 
the temperature coefficient of the heat 
sensitive element R1 is set at approximately 
0.6-0.9 %/ deg.C and the heat sensitive 
element R1 is fitted onto a heat radiator 
capable of sensitive sensing of the 
temperature rise of the optical printing head. 
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
